least in part. And he said so in a way 
which brought the pleasant proceedings 
to a halt and shocked Europe. It naturally 
came a8 a surprise, after the course of 
post-war events, that the continental allies 
should be told ‘in this blunt way that they 
cannot manipulate the reparations ques- 
tion to suit themselves and pass along the 
bill to the British tax-payer. They had 
evidently come to suppose that the won- 
drous benevolence of that easy-going 
individual knew no bounds 

It is quite possible that the conference | 
will break up in consequence, and the | 
whole issue be thrown again into the melt- | 
ing pot. The delegates have been threat- | 
ening to go home for a week. If they did | 
this with a view to intimidating the | 
British chancellor they made a miscalcu- | 
lation, Mr. Snowden has stood pat; and

The patient be- 
comes confused, cannot see things 
rightly While his protest may in 
part be just, his conclusions about 
himself are quite apt to be wrong 
Had this patient been informed in 
time that his trouble was nervous, he 
might have been both relieved to 


know it and help in the process of re- 
covery. But it is not at all certain 
that he would have escaped the at- 
tack, though it is probable that he 
would not have sunk so low, He is 
wrong to be too much ashamed of his 
condition; nervous patients are en- 
titled to the same consideration from 
doctors and from family as are any 
other sufferers, To have the know- 
ledge is helpful, but it alone will not 
break the spell. Such is the lesson 
of this case 

Much of this will be Greek to those 
who have not known this type of suf- 


| fering. Wrong states of mind, wrong 
attitudes toward one’s malady, cer- 
tainly aggravate the neurasthenic 
state; and this patient rightly recog- 


much of his agony is his 
own fault But that knowledge will 
not cure; the struggle between unruly 
nerves and right reason !s too real 

To say that if this patient were tn 
the right state of mind that stomach 
trouble would not have brought him 
into this pitiable cond! Jon, is to say 
little more than half that if he were 
not neurasthenic he would have an 
attack of neurasthenta from such a 
cause, And his attack is relatively 
light, or he wouldn't be able to con- 
ceal it from his family 

Once restored mentally, he might 
go through a much more serious 
disease without a breakdown. We all 
have our limils of endurance; let 
something happen to pull us down 
and we succumb, Yet the fundamen- 
tal truth remains that the state of 
mind is the responsible cause, and the 
rest all aggravation, The relief of 
this is as much a problem as the re- 
lief of any more tangible ailment, It 
is always a hard struggle for neuras- 
thenics when down to pull up, They 
need all the ald they can get in the 
process.
